Four tikeeeBeHev — The annual report of the Charity Hos- 
pital Board, appended to which are the reports of its Commit- 
tees, Secretary ami House Offiera, is respecfcfnlly submitted 

through its chairman. 

Daring the year whieb has dosed the century there vei 
treated indoor 8301 patients of different nationalities and ra 
of which 7728 were admitted during the year and 6549 .lis-' 
charged, with a mortality of 9 per cent. In the outdoor clinics, 
19,058 were treated, and 74,955 consultations given. There 
were also 1464 ambulance calls. 

The current expenses for the year, amounting to $1 17,00:.'. 1 1 
were $2545 less than the year preceding, leaving a cash balance 
of $1455.51. The revenues, in totality, amounting to $119,556.30, 
were, however, less by $4906.69 than the year previous, through 
shrinkage in auctioneers' sales, licenses and gate !> will 

Hrofl be seen that, notwithstanding the $5000 additional appro- 
priated by the State, the revenues of the Hospital have been but 
HI He increased, and we may be forced again to appeal to on* 
legislative bodies for assistance, as our expenses for 1901 will be 
increased about $2400 for insurance premiums filling due. Of 
the special fnnd there remains 137,787.28. 



KEPOKT OF CHARITY HOSPITAL— 1900. 1 I 

The improvements during the year have consisted mainly 
in general repairs, calciniiniug and repainting. The reports 
appended furnish in detai] statements of work accomplished, 
and disbursements in the administration of the Hospital. The 
buildings, grounds and accessories are in good and satisfactory 
condition. The Training School for Nurses, in its efficiency, 
illustrates more than ever the urgent need for extending its 
sphere of usefulness to every depart mom of the service. With 
this object in view, plans have been drawn and perfected, to be 
submitted, for the erection of a building in which Hie requisite 
number of nurses can be housed, as the present dormitory is 
inadequate for the purpose. This is a chief and pressing need 
of the Hospital for the correction or a very defective sen ice of 
which i he Board is fully cognizant and is eager to amend. 

The dawn of a new century, in relation to the history of this 
institution, suggests a pardonable retrospection regarding its 
evolution and growth to its present high standard of usefulness. 
An object of pride to our State, and admiration of visitors from 
every known quarter, for the facilities it furnishes for the care 
of its inmates, and for its broad and cosmopolitan charity. 

A gloom was thrown over (lie events of the year by the 
decease of Bister Ounera, who served the institution faithfully 
for forty-eight years; and of James (iilibons, of the corps of 
Resident Students, who was shot New Year's eve. He was the 
sou of our esteemed colleague, and was a young man of charac- 
ter and promise. 

To Sister Agnes and the CO -helpers of her order who no 
wisely direct the economic administration of the Hospital, we 
are profoundly grateful, as well as for the order and discipline 
maintained. 

Onr thanks are also due to our trusty and capable House 
Surgeon, his efficient stall', and all the officers, Resident Students, 
Ambulance Corps and employees of the institution.

To tbe Board of Administrators : 

Gentlemen — A detail of tbe several departments of service 
iu medical and adjunctive purpose that embody the annual 
record of work, I have the honor to herewith submit. 

The data in its statistical bearing is encouraging to the 1 rend 
of improvement that has been so effective in the facility of 
benefits and without diverting the economy of management. 

In the limit of beneficiaries, the freedom of privilege :md 
the admission requirement of ill health, this charity and service 
have been unqualified and unrestrained. 

Pally thirty thousand people partook of the provisions that 
have made proverbial the wide and ausectarian blessing of this 
humane work. 

The diminution in the admission number, of which 772.S 
gives the total for the year, is in pleasing evidence of the uoti- 
prevalence of any epidemic disease. The while patients were 
admitted to the number of 4575 and the colored to 3153. 

The total of bed patients, which includes the nmulwr 
remaining on the first day of the year, was 8301. The patients 
discharged in the year's course, either fully recovered or in a 
stage of illness permissible of their departure, numbered 6549. 

The average in daily number of patients detained in the 
institution during the year was 552^. 

The annual hospital death rate has been at a stand-still for 
the past five years; the true death rate having been reduced 
from 11 to 9 per cent., the gross rate remaining at 13. 
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Darin- tin- year, 1108 deaths occurred; 314 of this numb^, 
were admitted in a dying state and expired within thirty 
hums of admission. The Coroner held 152 inques 
patients thai died after various periods of hospital eonfinemen* 

A most gratifying result is presented in the report of < >u 
Maternity Service, wherein 283 births were recorded. Of u, 
24S mothers, i vi were white and among whom not a single dead i 
occurred.

Investigations were made, this last year, into the cause of 
varicella. An organism was isolated which when inoculated to 
rabbits and nigs produced elevation of temperature, and an 
eruption resembling very much varicella as found in the human 
subject. 

The study of Claes diploeoens of scarlatina was also made, 
but our investigation of this organism is not completed as yet. 

Investigations on the same line as that of varicella were 
made for Variola during our epidemic last winter. Cultures 
were obtained from a number of cases from the Smallpox Hos- 
pital, and though we obtained a number of pus organisms we 
were unable to isolate any that would cause any specific disease 
in the lower animal. 

During the last three months of the year we investigated 
the antiseptic value of three antiseptics used in the Hospital: 
Creolin, Lysol and Creosoap. The latter being a preparation of 
the Hospital. This work was especially made to establish the 
antiseptic value of each preparation, and if possible diminish 
the cost of these preparations by using one made at I he I [capital. 
The investigation proved that oar antiseptic solution is as \ aln- 
able and effective an antiseptic agent as the more expensive one 
heretofore used. 

In concluding, I wish to commend the valuable and untiring 
assistance given me by Dr. M. Couret, Assistant Pathologist. I 
wish to thank the different Resident Students detailed to the 
department during the year for their assistance in the work. To 
Dr. J. D. Bloom, I am Indebted for his cooperation and the 
means put at our disposal by him to facilitate the work of the 
department.
